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CURRENT TRENDS 
Week Ending 6 July 19116 


The admission rate for All Causes registers an apnreciable decline for the fourth successive week, reach- 
ing 467, This is 11% lower than last week's figure of 527 and is the lowest rate recorded either this vear 
or in 1945, The rate for the corresponding neriod in 1SU5 was 592. fhe bth District is highest, with e rate 
of 771, which is 3%® lower then the previous week, Of the three districts which have most consistently shown 
the highest admission retes, only the 5th District is this week above the continental averere, the Sth end 
llth Districts having experienced important decreases. The l2th District is lowest with » rete of 330. 


The rate for Total Resniretory Diseeses continues its downward trend, with the current figure of 89,1 
compared to 83.7 last week and 137 a year ago. The 5th District reports the highest admisssion rete, 190.5, 
which is more than double that of the next highest district, and represents & continuation of the unwerd trend 
that was seen there last week. The Oth District this week elso shows e marked increese in admissions in this 
category, with the current rate of $8.5 more then doudle the previous week's rate. The Potomac and Severn 
River Commands renort the lowest rete of the week, 31.2. 


: CATARRHAL FEVGR ACUTE, AND INFLUENZA. The rate for these diseeses shows e decline from 34.3 last week to 
%.9 inthe nrrent period. A yeer ago the rate was 85,°. Only the 5th and bth Districts are sbove th 
continental overage. The 5th District is highest with gL .%, up 26% from last week, and the 6th District at 
63.2 is 1194 above last week's rete. The 13th District and Potomac and Severn River Commends are low with 
equel retes of 13.9.

PNEVMONIA, BRONCHO AND LOBAR, The current rate of 1.0 is compered with l.o last week end 2.0 2 vear 
ego, The highest rete, %.8, occurred in the kth District, where no cases were revorted last week, Five 


districts revorted no incidence this week. 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL, The admission rete for thie disease is about 25% lower, then lest week, the current 
figure of 1.3% being compared to 1.7 a week ago. A yeer epfo the rate was %.0, Only four districts report any 
incidence... The llth District is highest, with & rate of %.%. In the 5th District, where last week's rete 


wes 5.4, the current rete is 2.2, en improvement of 59%, 


TONSILLITIS AD PHARYNGITIS. The rate for these diseases is essentially unchancei, standing et lO.8 
as compared with 41.1 lest week. In the corresnonding period of 1945 the rate was 47.0. The 5th District 
shows the highest rete, 95.5, which revresents en increase of 63% over the previous week, and is in line 
with. the general increase in respiratory disenses in that district this week. The Lth District is lowest, 

with 3.8. = 


SCARLET FEVER. This disease has shown e further reduction in incidence, the edmission rate dropping 
to 7.0 as compered with 3.5 last week, and 4.0 e year ago. The 5th District is highest with e rete of 5.2, 


while seven districts report no incidence. 


MEASL2S. The rate for measles is above last week's rate by 304%, standing et %.4 es commared with 2.6 
last week. This is the only disease reported in which there was no improvement over the previous week, A 
year ago the rate was 2.0. The 9th District shows the highest rate, 10.7, and the llth District is second 
with 6.3. These two districts account for two thirds of the continentel admissions for measles this week.
